This pro- 
blem has faced Florida since 1955 and thousands of dollars have 
been spent in special sessions attempting to`resolve-the differ- 
ences. 

The larger counties upon a challenge by Governor Bryant 
are attempting to set forth their conception of fair reapportion- 
ment, We have agreed on a Congressional District representation 
in the Senate apportioned on population as the major factor, and 
a House apportioned on criteria including factors other than 
populatin. This will provide a senate of 36 members and a house 
of 135. 

Our committee felt strongly that one House should reflect 
population and one reflect other criteria along with population.
